Yesterday at noon a dispatch was received 
in this city from Vicksburg, announcing 
the death, from yellow fever, of Lieutenant 
H.-H. Benner, of company C, of the 18th 
United States infantry, now stationed at 
McPherson barracks in oarcity. The dis- 
h stated that he had died at 20'clock in 
the morning, after an illness of only a few 


aiid news, brought to our city by the 
yires, caused much sorrow among his many 
friends here. Three weeks ago a call wa: 
made for volunteers to goto St. Louis for 
the purpose of taking charge of provisions 
and supplies and distributing them to the 
dist yple of the inflicted section on 
the line of the Mississippi river. Lieut. 
Renner, of company (, 18th infantry, and 
Lieut, Hall, of the 13th infantry, responded 
to the call, and at once left for their desti- 
nation, which was St. Louis. Upon arriv-

THE WATERPROOF RIOT,

NATCHEZ, Miss., October 15.—The Natchez 
Democrat published the following to-day, 
dated Vidalia, La., October 14: Having just 
returned fréi the scene of the unfortunate 
oceurrence in the parish of Tensas, which 
resulted in the death of John Peck and the 
wounding of three. colored meny I beg to 
communicate to you a statement of the 
facts: Mr. Franeis! Shields and myself 
went by appointment to, meet the members 
of the executive committee of the dem- 


ocratic party of the parish of Tensas, at the 
house of Mr. Goldman, about two miles 
above the tewn of Wate f. Om reach- 
ing Waterproof we were advised that there 
was a strict quarantine against Concordia 
parish, and that we weuld not be allowed to 
enter the town, but were very considerate! y 
allowed to pass around and proceed to our 
destination. We found the people of the 
town and neighborhood very ‘much excited 
on account of the course: pursued by 
Alfred Fairfax, the nominee 
for congress, and his followers,’ who ‘had 
drawn the color‘ line and were stirring 
up the passiotis of the negroes and threat- 
ened to come with five hundred armed men 
to override the quarantine in St. Jese as 
was threatened td be done by John Young, 
the negro sheriff, in the case of the town 
of Vidalia. The deriocrats ‘of tlie parish 
had @ few:+ days ‘before’ norrinated their 
ticket, composed: of ‘two members of the 
legislature and a sheriff who had always 
acted with the republican party, and in fact 
supported Hayes and Packard in 1876, but 
were good men and enjoy the confidence of 
the people.. This course seemed to give um- 
brage to Fairfax and a few of the worst of 
the leaders, and they called a conven- 
tion to meet in the town of St. Joseph to 
nominate a straight out black ticket. On 
account Of fear of yellow fever, the town 
was strictly quarantined against all persons 
without, and the authorities notified them 
that they would not be permitted to enter 
the corporate limits. To this they replied 
that they would come with five hundred 
armed men and ride down the quarantine 
guards. As the negroes of that parish out- 
numbered the whites ten to one, the people 
were naturally alarmed; and as Captain 
John Peck, of Sicily island, in Catahoula 
parish, commanded the nearest company 
of state troops, they applied to him to come 
into the parish and visit Fairfax in person, 
and remonstrate with him and notify him 
that the state troops were prepared to sus- 
tain the authorities of Tensas parish. To 
this Captain Peck readily assented, and 
reached Waterproof with a few men about 
dark on Saturday evening.

The state troops have 
been summoned from other and neighbor- 
ing parishes, and it is hoped that a sufficient 
force will be asseimbled to overcome the ne- 
groes and disperse them without further 
bloodshed,

CHEAP RATES DEMANDED. 


The People of Chicage Demand the 
Breaking Down of Monopolies. 

Cuicaeo, October 17.—A meeting of the 
manufacturers, merchants and citizens was 
held in the Grand Pacific hotel last night to 
listen to an address by General Cyrus Bus- 
sey, president of the New Orleans chamber 
of commerce, on the subject of promoting 
American commerce. .Judge Booth, Hon. 
John C. Dore and Hon. Charles L. Eaton 
made remarks, and resolutions were adop- 
ted favoring such transcontinental cheap 
rates of railway transportation as will 
develop our trade with China, In- 
dia, .Japan. and. Australia. Such 
cheap rates can.only be obtained by break- 
ing down the present railway monopolies 
to the Pacific coast, and the completion of 
the Northern and ‘Texas Pacific road. The 
resolutions further recommend the s v 
action by congress looking to that end, and 

vides for a committee of seven to give 
force to these resolutions; favor holding an 
international commercial convention soen 
to consider the extension of our North and 
South American trade; favor the extension 
of ship lines with foreign countries by 
means of subsidies and mail contracts, and 
called for a general extension of water traf- 
tic by congressional legislation. 


The Moustache. 

Though French soldiersin general wear 
moustaches, marines are not permitted to 
do so, on the ground that salt air would 
condense on them, and probably create ul- 
cers. In the middle ages all classes in 
France wore them, including the clergy, 
and down to the beginning of the first 
French revolution the upper ranks of 
priests were adorned with well pomaded 
and powdered hair on the upper lip. In 
1792 the army was forbiden to wax and 
paint their moustaches, and only grena- 
diers were allowed to wear them. This reg- 
ulation continued until 1813, when the cav- 
alry, dragoons excepted, were permitted to 
let them grow. In 1822 the privilege 
was extended « to the infantry, 
carbineers and _ vyoltigeurs, and to 
all officers of whatever service. In 
1832 Marshal Soult, then minister of war, 
rendered moustaches obligatory upon all 
soldiers who could raise them. Civilians 
began wearing moustaches immediately 
after the fall of Napoleon I., and in 1830 
they became sotitiel in France, and have 
since remained so. Among lawyers, how- 
ever, custom has enjoined shaving, and 
judges, on the appearance of a moustached 
pleader before them, have sometimes refused 
to hear him unless he “made himself de- 
cent.’’ All the employees of the bank of 
France are still required to shave, and cus- 
tom enjoins shaving upon waiters in saloons 
and restaurants ond on men servants. 
Priests in French colonies, almoners and 
missionaries are an exception to the general 
rule of the church; they must not only allow 
the hair to grow on the lip, but on the en- 
tire face.
